When Ihe ship reached her foreign port of des- 


tination and reported the victory an oflldal in- 
<]tilry was ordered by the French government, A 
naval Meuteniint conducted It wli.h great, care and 
confirmed the verdict of the American gunners. 
Tim sU'nrner fought with the American /lap flying, 
he stated In his written opinion, tiring 27 shots lu 
half an hour. 
The distance increased about 100 


meters for each shot..

ploded, producing a thick black smoke, which wits 
visible to all on shipboard. 
Such an explosion 


must have been produced in the submarine. Itself. 
He said, In summing up the evidence:

American steamer, which so brilliantly bagged n 
Htibmarino, Hhould have accidentally burned ut He« 
on her next voyage.

fi)ie was one vast furnure while the men raced far 
the boats with death at their heels. All hiiwls got 
away, IndudluK the navy gunners, and their cruise 
In open boats was made without sever« suffering. 
It was nil In the day's work. 


Very similar to this successful encounter wu.s 


the adventure of the steamer Silver Shell. In this 
instance also the French ministry of marine added 
Its opinion that the submarine had probably been 
lilt and sunk. 'Hie chief gunner won promotion 
shortly after this statement was Issued by Secre- 
tary I.)«nIeJ«: 


"\Villlatn J. C'lnrk of New York, chief turret cap- 


tain and commander of the naval gun crew of the 
Bllvrr Shell, Is deserving of promotion, which we 
are now eonMlrk>riug. All the other members of the 
crew, n« well, and what they have, done, deserve 
great credit nnd distinction. The chief turret cap- 
fin Is a very capable man. lie Is un enlisted man 
who has seen nearly 12 years of .service in the 
navy and has won successive promotions by proven 
capacity. Jfor his work he deserves the very best 
that can bo done for him." 


Here was n man IH and ready for his job, and 


he knew how to put his own spirit nnd experience. 
Into the team play of his gunners. An American 
nnval ofllcer of high rank detailed on special duty 
at a French post conducted an Inquiry and found 
pleasure in writing to Washington that "the mas- 
ter of the Silver Shell was particularly enthusiastic 
over the splendid work of the turret captain and 
the entire naval gun crew; he also states that his

guns. The deadly torpedo Is another matter, but 
speed has so far been a saving factor.

For example, one of 
these liners, during the llrst .six months ol! war, 
made only one perfectly tame and routine voyage.

It Is because of continual waste 
that ninny people think thnt more than 
a voluntary effort, will have to be made 
to preserve food for (he army nnd the 
people.

The court overruled the. demurrer 


which had been filed by the Milwaukee 
Social Democrat Publishing company, 
owner of the publication. .This demur- 
rer had been filed to the answer of the 
postmaster general to the mandamus 
proceedings instituted by the Leader 
for testing the espionage act. 


. The government has resisted the ef- 


forts oC attorneys for the Leader to go 
outside of the record in the case to 
present testimony, and 
will combat 


any further efforts. 
The government 


took the attitude that such an effort 
was in effect a demurrer, and that the 
court wns toiling on just such a move, 
anyhow. 


The decision leaves the case in thla 


way: 
The Milwaukee Leader is still 


denied the second class mailing priv- 
ileptis, but may appeal and take the 
case to Hie Supreme court of 
the 


United States. 
Whether this action 


will be taken is not known, and will 
await the final outcome of the effort 
of attorneys for the paper to intro- 
duce additional evidence .

We fired 127 slmls, 
The twenty-sixth shot was seen lo hit her Just 
forward of the forward gun, and a cloud of Iliinio 
and dark gray smoke burst from the hatches. The 
crew of (be submarine left the gun and ran aft. 
Almost instantly the submarine Hunk, bow first, 
the stern lifting high out of the water, so thill Ihu 
propellers could be seen revolving. The steamer 
wus tor.king and temporary repairs were made by 
the crew." 


When the ship reached her foreign port of des- 


tination and reported Ihe victory an official In- 
quiry was ordered by tlio French government, A 
navnj lieutenant conducted It with groat cure and 
confirmed the \ verdict of tho American gunners. 
The steamer fought with the American flag Hying, 
he stated In his written opinion, tiring U7 shots In 
ha!? an hour. The distance Increased about 100 
meters for each shot. The twenty-sixth shot ex- 
ploded, producing a thick black smoke, which wits 
Visible to all on shipboard. 
Such an explosion 


must, have been produced In the submarine Itself, 
He said, in slimming up the evidence: 


"The result of the Inquiry Is that the light has 


been very well conducted and that I.lie men have 
shown n very line spirit, doing honor to the Amer- 
ican navy. The conclusion may be drawn that tho 
submarine was hit and probably stiuk," 


This wus first-class shooting, the submarine 


steadily drawing away until when struck she was 
6,000 yards, and more, or three land miles from 
the steamer. Binoculars ami telescope sights en- 
abled the gunners to distinguish her with clear- 
ness and to note the effect)) of the shell which 
ended her wretched career. It was hor command- 
er's Intention to move beyond range and continue 
the action on the chance that lu< had tho bigger 
runs, but he miscalculated, and paid tho price. 


It seemed a cruel slant of fortune that this 


American steamer, which so brilliantly bagged a 
unhmurlno, should have accidentally burned at sou 
on her next voyage. There wns no timo to stro.tch 
hose or muster the crew. 
Ablaze In un Instant, 


she wus one vast furnace while tho men raced for 
the boats with death at their heiils. All bands gut 
iiwuy, Includlug the navy gunners, and their cruise 
In open boats was made without sevens suffering. 
It wns all In the day's work. 


Very similar to this successful encounter wus 


tho adventure of tho steamer Silver Shell. In this 
instance also the French ministry of. marine added 
Its opinion that the submarine had probably been 
lilt and sunk. The chief gunner won promotion 
shortly after this statement was Issued by Secre- 
tary Daniels:

No damage was done, to our 
ship, and there wore no casualties,"

Rabbits oat hay, grass, lawn cut- 


tings and green vegetation of many 
kinds. Well fed, the young will aver- 
age five or six pounds live weight 
when three or 
four 
months old. 


Practical experience has demonstrat- 
ed that rabbit meat can be produced 
in unlimited quantities at a cost of 
about six cents a pound. By utilizing 
lawn cuttings and other vegetation, 
that would otherwise be wasted, the 
cost will bo even lower. 


Outdoor fenced runs, with hutches 


for does when having young and 
sleeping hutches for other stock make 
the best quarters for rabbits In back- 
yards. The rabbltry may occupy part 
of or all of a barn or shod, or bo built. 
In a sheltered space in the angle bo- 
twoen buildings or walls. 


Feeding is necessary twice daily. In 


winter one of tho meals should be 
chiefly oi! green food such as roots 01 
cabbage, and the othor mainly of 
grain. Roots, cabbage, celery and tho 
like should be washed free from thn 
soil, but should not bo wel when fed. 
If groon ifood is given in the morn- 
ing, the evening meal should bo whole 
oats or other grain for mature ani- 
mals. A little hay should bo given at 
oach meal, 


If properly cared for, rabbits are 


remarkably free from diseases. The 
more common ailments result from 
Insanitary surroundings, lack of care 
in feeding, and improper ventilation. 
The demand for rabbit f u r is such as 
to make it pay to save the pelts of 
those killed for food. The better class 
of skins sell by the dozen, bringing 
from 50 cents .to $1, or something 
loss than 10 cents apiece, Later ar- 
ticles in those columns will discuss 
the care of. the young litters, feeding, 
killing and dressing, and the possi- 
bilities of marketing. Farmers' Bul- 
letin 496 of tho United States De- 
partment ,oif Agriculture, "Raising 
Belgian Hares and Other Rabbi'ts," 
will aid the beginner.

From this it would appear that the 


people down in the southern part of

ia the proper way. The 


southern part of Indiana is a much 
warmer section of the country than 
this sectlo'n of Wisconsin., and it is 
undoubtedly >a fact that it is not as 
hard to make a living there as it is 
in Wisconsin. Also that the people in 
general do not live as good as they do 
here, and possibly they are not as 
energetic as they are In this country, 
and the result is that they have Sever 
taken any great interest in dairy 
farming. Dairy farming is real work, 
and it is a continuous performance, 
and any man who is inclined to be 
lazy does not care for the job, and 
for this reason, probably, those who 
live further south have not been pay- 
ing so much attention, to the breeding 
of dairy cattle.

Rabbits eat hay, grass, lawn cut- 
tings and green, vegetation of many 
kinds. Well fed, the young will aver- 
age five or six pounds 'live weight 
when three or 
four 
months old. 
Practical experience has demonstrat- 
ed that rabbit meat can be produced 
in unlimited quantities at a cost oi 
about six cents-a pound. By utilizing 
lawn cuttings and other vegetation, 
that would otherwise be wasted, the 
cost will be even lower. 
Outdoor fenced runs, with hutches 


for does when having young and 
sleeping hutches for other stock make 
the best quarters for rabbits in back- 
yards. The rabbitry may occupy part 
of or all of a barn or shed, or be built 
in a sheltered space in th,e angle be- 
tween buildings or walls. 
Feeding is necessary twice daily, in 


winter one of the meals should be 
chiefly of green food such as roots or 
cabbage, and the other mainly of 
grain. Roots, cabbage, celery and the 
like should be washed free from the 
soil, but should not be wet when fed. 
If green ifood is- given in the morn- 
ing the evening meal should be whole 
oats or other grain for mature ani- 
mals. A .little hay should be given at 
each meal. 
If properly cared for, rabbits are 
remarkably free from diseases. The 
more common ailments result from 
insanitary surroundings, lack of care 
in feeding, and improper ventilation. 
The demand for rabbit fur is such as 
to make it pay to save the pelts of 
those killed for food. The better class 
of skins sell by the dozen, bringing 
from 50 cents .to $1, or something 
less than 10 cents apiece. Later ar- 
ticles in these columns will discuss 
the rare of the young litters, feeding 
killing and dressing, and the possi- 
bilities of marketing.

Salt Beds Near Matamoros, Mexico. 
Thirty miles from Matamoros and a 


few miies from the coast of the Uulf 
of Mexico are situated a number of salt 
beds, which are said to have during 
dry seasons an annual production of 
approximately 1,000,000 pounds. 
The 


land In (his locality, having been form- 
erlv the bed of the gulf, contains a 
"real amount of salt. During the rainy 
season tbe beds of the lakes and la- 
coons fill with water, which becomes 
salty, and upon Its evaporation a crust 
of s'llt is left frum one to three inches 
in thickness. The salt is gathered by 
the owners of the lands on which the 
deposits are located; it is hrcken Into 
pieces with bars nnd shovels and t-oii- 
'•pyed in boxes to the place of storage, 
later being hauled by teams to Mata- 
moros. 
I'nrt of the output is used lo- 


cally the remainder being shipped to 
oilier Mexican points. 
The cost of 


gathering this salt, relates a Correspon- 
dent is about 20 cents n carga (.«>0 
pounds), to which is added a Ifi-cent 
state tax and a 3-cont federal tax. It 
•sells in Matamoros for about 1 cent a 
pound, nnd is used for table and other 
purposes. No attempt is made to re- 
fiiie it, and while that next to the 
-round contains mor» or less foreign 
substance. The upper part of the salt 
crust is fairly free from sediment. The 
output cannot be depended upon regu- 
larly, owing to tlie fact that the salt 
is s'oinetlmes dissolved by rains during 
the "dry" season.

He 
cannot bear testimony in a court, nor 
sue nor defend an action. He cannot 
act'on a jury, nor vote at ar, election, 
nor act as tutor or guardian to anoth- 
Pr person. If anyone robs him.he has 
no redress. 


Shapes of Postage Stamps. 


The earliest shape of stamps was 


virtually the same as it is today. The 
triangle", diamond shape, octagonal and 
square were all tried, with an almost 
universal return to the original rec- 
tangular form. 
The size, too, is gen- 


erally about the same as that of the 
original 
issue, 
after 
ranging 
from 


three-eighths by one-half inch, a stamp 
of Bolivar, a state of the Colombian 
republic, to 2% by 3% inches, a United 
States newspaper stamp of 18&J. 


The very early stamps were intended 


to be cut apart, but in 1854 there was 
brought Into use a machine for punch- 
ing holes between the stamps which 
was known as a perforating machine.

vent In the banishment from Berlin 
o£ the conventional playing cards and 
the substitution of specially printed 
packs, says a writer, in which the tra- 
ditional kings, queens and knaves have 
been superseded by portraits of war 
celebrities, such as, for instance, the 
kaiser and tho crown prince, Hinden- 
but-K, Von Kluck and Tirpitz. 


The idea Is not exactly new, simi- 


lar "patriotic packs" having made 
their iippearance In 1870-71, during the 
lust Frnnco-German war. These are 
now valued by collectors. 


Many years later the knlser had a 


number of so-called "royal packs 
printed, from his own. designs, at the 
German government playing-card fac- 
tory nt Altenburg, near Berlin.

of these, now In possession of King 


Elp.ctric Eye Burglar Alarm 


Set Off by Rays of Light 


A burglar alarm set off. by rays of 


light is possible as the result of a 
scheme introduced under the trade 
name of the "electric'eye" by Dr. O. 
Hannach of Berlin. 
It is merely a 


sensitive selenium cell which will give 
a signal, when it is illuminated. 


"The selenium cell acts In the usual 


way as a relay," says the Scientific 
American Supplement. "The cell is 
small and can easily be hidden In the 
decorations of a safe or piece of furni- 
ture and covered.with glass. The ad- 
vantage claimed over ordinary burglar 
alarms is that the device will operate 
as soon as a light is introduced .Into 
the dark room, while other alarms 
have to be excited by the breaking of 
an electric circuit or by mechanical 
vibrations. 
As the electric eye works 


with a suspended coil, however, acci- 
dental vibrations might make it more 
sensitive than is desired.
